This 
was r^ted. The assembly thus hav- 
ing given Dr. Briggs all he had asked, 
jctev. Dr. "W. F. Birch, chairman of the 
§-osecuting committee, took the floor. 


e said it was proper for tho purpose 


of saving time and because of the 
moral, legal and ecclesiastical stand- 
point on which the appeal placed the 
appellant that a brief abstract of tho 
argument prepared should be given. 


After touching upon the history of 


the case, Dr. Birch &aid that there was 
an exceedingly suggestive comparison 
between the action of the apostolic 
council with respect to the appeal of 
Paul and Barnabas and this appeal of 
the committee of prosecution. 
The 


fipostolic council entertained the appeal 
t)t Paul and Barnabas, and sustained it 
by sending down a decree to tho church 
of Antioch, which defined the limits of 
Christian liberty of those of the gen- 
tiles who might be admitted to church 
membership. 
The general assembly 
entertained the appeal of the commit- 
tee of prosecution, and sent down a de- 
cree to the presbytery of New York de- 
fining the limits of its liberty with re- 
spect to this case. 


The decree of the general assembly 


ordered the presbytery to try the case 
upon its merits, and gave it liberty to 
amend the indictment in accordance 
with the general nature of the same. 
Thus the presbytery was free only to 
examine the charges, weight and testi- 
mony, and decided to sustain or not sus- 
tain. The decree of the general assem- 
bly was not obeyed by the New Yoik 
presbytery, as it transcended its own 
proper function as a trial court by re- 
cording its unwillingness to express its 
approval of the critical or theological 
views which were the basis of the 
charges. 


The presbytery acquitted the defend- 


ant on the ground that although he 
might deny that Moses wrote the law 
which the genble Christians observed ; 
although there were cases where church 
and reason could do what the Bible 
could not do — enable a man to find God — 
yet that snch statements did not trans- 
gress the limits of liberty allowed nn- 
der the constitution of the Presbyterian 
church to scholarship and opinion. 
The decrea of the apostolic council 


taught the gentile Christians that pur- 
ity was the absolute condition of peace. 
So that when the question was between 
purity and loss of concord the former 
was to be preferred to the latter. Tne 
decree of the general assembly taught 
the New York presbytery the same 
thing; but the final judgment of the in- 
ferior conrt is the unscriptural, uncon- 
stitutional and disloyal effort tpreacl 
peace through a compromise witn ana 
toleration ofertor. 
We are here to invoke this supreme 
court to put an end to the dissension 
and discussion wfejch the New xorn 
presbytery vainly eadeavored to silence

caused It was true the chinch did not 


ninishuieut far more cruel than that 
leruiitted in the eml courts. 


Dr. Buggb then discussed tho law of 
appeals. This he asserted could be in- 
voked only by parties mginal to the 
case and aggrieved partifs. Tho new 
x>ok of discipline did nut contain tlie 
word aggrieved, ho admitted, but in 
spirit the right of appeal was confined 
to those who were aggrieved. 


The prosecuting committee had no

Editor Dana's Unstinted Praise of Mary E. 


IVilklns.

K"EW YOI:K, May 23.—One of the largest 


publishets of works of fiction in New York 
city, when asked by the writer who was tlic 
most successful writer of short stories at 
tho present time, replied without hesita- 
tion: "It la Mary E. AVilkius, and sho is 
successful both from the pecuniary and tbe 
literary viewpoint. With the exceptional 
Bret Harto, probably no writer of the pres- 
ent generation has succeeded so faithfully 
in portraying 1 lio distinctive life of n cer- 
tain section of tho United States as Miss 
AVilkms lias, nnd lierart is so perfect thnt 
she seems to do this without conscious ef- 
fort.

This criti- 
cism, which has been equaled in praise only 
by Mr. Dona'* estimate of some of tbe 
works of Bret "Carte, w&s made after read- 
ing the play.

There nre, scarcely n do/.en Amer- 
ican writers oi shbrt stories who can pro- 
duce w hat the public, or at least the most 
cultivated public, desires, and it is the pub- 
lishers ^opinion that after all the most cul 
tivated public is the great mass of plain 
people. 


Bret Ilartu is tlic only writer of short 


stories who has. maintained that soit of lit 
crnturo from th» first. Tlic only long story 
which he over wrote was not successful, al- 
though he received $10,000 for it, and the 
single play whic-h he wrote, which w;ts pro- 
duced by Stunt t Robson, was a wul fail 
ure.

The custom of collecting "Potor ponce," 


or ''Borno soot," as it is sometimes 
called, is of ancient origin. If tho cus- 
tom is fairly understood by tho outsido 
world, it conihts of setting aside one 
day out of each year for taking up a col- 
lection of money (not necessarily pen- 
nies) lo bo sent to tho pope at Homo, who 
is supposed to uso it in defraying tho 
expense of the holy see. Chambers' 
"Book of Days" and Brand's "Popular 
Antiquities" neither mention thp cus- 
tom, but I have succeeded in tracing it 
back to the twelfth century for a'cer- 
tainty. 
One authority even goes so far 


as to ascribe ita origin to Ina, Iring of tho 
west -Saxons, who went to Rome in the 
year 7S1 and founded a hospital for Eng- 
lish pilgrims to tho sacred city, the ex- 
penses to bo defrayed by "each rnaylo 
adult" giving one ' 'small copper coyno 
each yeare."
